With the actual meeting of the 
committee almost two days away, 
friends of the New Yorker were cer- 
tain they could send John J. Ras- 
kob’s prohibition proposals to the ne- 
tional convention without any com- 
mitments and pröbably without dis- 
cussion. 

In addition they were confident 
they could take the convention to 
Kansas City over the bids of San

: Behind the Roosevelt leadership 
there was a general consolidation 
of forces opposed to the prohibition 
policies of Chairman Raskob. With 
the exception of a few members, 
largely from the northeastern sec- 
tion of the country, there were few 
committeemen not numbered among 
these fighting any move to have the 
national committee debate or vote on 
the Raskob home rule“ amendment. 

The informal proposal of the chair- 
man- to hold the convention ahead of 
the republican sessions in Chicago also 
was stepped on. June 24, 10 days 
after the republican meeting, has been 
tentatively seleeted as the democratic 
date. 

If the Raskob proposals on prohibi- 
tion referendum are brought before 
the committee former Governor Harry 
Flood Byrd, of Virginia, will lead the 
fight against them. Although he has 
not committed himself to the Roose- 
velt candidacy, he is convinced that 
prohibition discussion should be post- 


poned until the platform committee 
begins its deliberstions in June. 
With the arrival of former Gover- 
nor Smith, the 1928 candidate, there 
cropped up the usual consignment of 
rumors about the possibility of his

Dr. William Edward Campbell Sr., 
one of the most prominent specialists

Dr. Campbell was formerly an in- 
structor in ophthalmology at the At- 
lanta Medical College, and a former 


hospital and the Georgia Baptist hos- 
pital: He was honored from all sides 
by his fellows, and was elected to 
membership in almost every medical 
society of importance in the United 
States.

BERLIN, Jan. 7.—(4)—By a dra- 
matic turn in German politics, fiery 
Adolf Hilter, former non-commission- 
ed officer in the German imperial 
army, sat in judgment tonight on his 
old field marshal, President Paul Von 
Hindenburg. 

It was up to Herr Hilter to decide 
whether to command his fascist legions 
in the reichstag to prolong for one 
year Von Hindenburg’s term as presi- 
dent. 

This shift in the political lineup 
was brought about by two days of 
conferences, in which Herr Hilter first 
listened to overtures by Wilhelm 
Groener, minister of defense, and then 
talked with Chancellor Heinrich 
Bruening. 

The national socialist, leader an- 
nounced he would confer with the 
chieftains of the nationalist opposi- 
tion and would make known his de- 
cision as soon as he had learned their 
views. It was reliably reported he 
would see General Groener tomorrow 
for the purpose of telling what course 
the national socialists and nationalists 
will pursue. 

Herr Hitler was called into the gov- 
ernment’s counsel to avoid the neces- 
sity of a presidential election at this 
critical time. General Groener wired

defense and Chancellor Bruening were 
together an hour and a half today.

At least the 
voters are entitled to express their 
views—something they never have had 
an opportunity to do.” 

Mrs. Benson is widely known in 
Cobb county and over the state. She 
has been active in numerous women’s 
organizations but never before has 
sought public office.

MILLION IN STATE 


Many Schools Aided by 

Benefactions of Noted 
Chicago Philanthropist. 
Benefactions ‘of 
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Julius Rosenwald, | 
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Wednesday, amounted to the startling 
total of close to $1,000,000 in Atlanta 
and Georgia, it was announced on 
Thursday by R. B. Eleazer, director of 
education of the commission on inter- 
racial co-operation here. 

Of this amount $728,957 is of ac- 
tual record as having been given or 
pledged for a term of years. Other 
amounts which go for scholarships 
and various other educational needs, 
of which there was no formal record, 
will bring the total to a figure close 
to a million. 

While the bulk of these donations 


money, as in the case of Emory Uni- 
versity, are for white institutions. 
Quite as interesting as the figures 
themselves are the various ramifica- 
tions of the gifts, ranging from child 
welfare to library work, from Y. M. 
C. A.’s to eolleges of higher educa- 
tion. 

The scope of Mr. Rosenwald’s phil- 
anthropy may be visualized in the 
statement that he had contributed to 
5,500 negro schools in the south in 
the past 15 years, of which 221 are 
in Georgia and five in Fulton county. 
To the Georgia institutions he had 
given $239,957. 

Following is an outline of Mr. Ros- 
enwald’s philanthropy in Atlanta and 
Georgia, mainly in Atlanta: 

In 1918, $25,000 from Mr. Rosen- 
wald personally and from the Rosen- 
wald fund for the building of the 
Butler Street negro I. M. C. A., which 
cost .$141,000. 

From the fund to Morehouse Col- 
lege, a unit for negro men of Atlan- 
ta University, conditional on the in- 
stitution raising a like amount, which 
is assured, $100,000 for the .endow- | 
ment.

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Majority of Editors Pre- 
dict Victory for Demo- 
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) crats; Like Roosevelt. 
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NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—(UP)—The 
majorify of newspaper editors in the 
United States believe that a demo- 
erat, probably Governor Roosevelt, of 
New York, or Newton D. Baker, of 
Ohio, will be the next president, a 
nation-wide survey by the magazine, 
Publishers” Service, indicated today. 

Three hundred and five out of 591 
editors of daily newspapers who an- 


swered the magazine’s questionnaire, 
predicted a democratic president. Only 
145 predicted republican victory, while 
140 declined, to venture an opinion. 


is for negro education, some of the One editor predicted “republicans with 


Coolidge only.” 

The questionnaire was sent to all 
daily newspaper. editors in the United 
States, totalling 1,835. About one* 
third of the editors answered the ques- 
tionnaire, The magazine believes re- 
sults of the survey to represent a 
true cross-section of sentiment among 
all newspaper editors in the country. 
Embraced in the survey are the votes 
and exclusive editorial opinion of the 
largest metropolitan dailies as well 
as of the smallest country dailies. 

Outstanding surprise facts indicat- 
ed by the survey are these 

1. That whereas 209 of the 591 
newspapers will definitely support the 
republican nominee, only 145 believe 
that a republican candidate can be 
elected. 

2. That whereas the democratic 
enndidate is assured of the support 
of only 183 of the 591 papers, 305 
believe the democratic candidate will 
be elected. 

3. The strength of Newton D. Ba- 
ker, and the favor in which he is 
held by the newspapers. A total 
of 134 newspapers favor Baker for 
the democratic nominee, a total of 
only 27 less votes than Roosevelt re- 
ceived, 

President Hoover’s status was con- 
sidered in editorial opinion  accom- 
panying answers to the questionnaire. 

Many newspapers believed he is the 
weakest man the republican party can 
nominate, Publishers’ Service states. 
The magazine explains that this view 
among the editers is based generally 
less on his record in office than on 
the fact that being at the helm of 
the nation’s affairs, he must be made 
the scapegoat. Some consider that 
he lacks the personal appeal necessary 
to attract t requisite number of 
votes. 


A large portion of opinion in the 


survey sympathizes with the presi- 
dent. Even newspapers that are op- 
|posed to him and to the republican 
party feel that he is being forced to 
shoulder the blame for conditions over

House Committee Sends 
Measure To Floor After 
Approval by Strict Party 
Vote of 15 to 10.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7. - 0 — 
Flatly opposed by the administration 
through its treasury spokesman, the 
democratic tariff bill today moved to 
the house floor. 

It bore approval of the ways and 
means committee by strict partly 
lines of 15 to 10 and the democratic 
majority promised to speed it along 
to the senate not later than Saturday 
night. 

One provision inserted by the dem- 
ocratic senate-house policy committee 
had fallen by the wayside. The ways 
and means committee majority threw 
out a proposal that the president ne- 
gotiate reciprocal. trade agreements 
with foreign countries. They explain- 
ed the action as intended to prevent 
complications over existing favored 
nation treaties. 

To meet a contention against the 
bill made at hearings today by Under- 
secretary Mills, of the treasury, the 
committee inserted a provision au- 
thorizing the president to initiate a 
tariff commission investigation of du- 
ties on commodities. 

The measure provides for the estab- 
lishment of a permanent international 
economic conference to eliminate tar- 
iff wars. It also proposes that con- 
gress and not the chief executive, as 
at present, have power over the flex- 
ible provisions of the tariff act. 

If the measure is sent to the 
White House by congress, a presiden- 
tial veto has been freely predicted on 
Capitol Hill.

mittee announced it would begin con- 
sideration of a tax increase bill next 
Wednesday. i 

The administration’s views against 
the tariff proposal were presented to 
the committee by. Undersecretary 
Mills and Frederick Livesey, economic 
adviser of the state department. 

Mills said it sought to remove the 
flexible provision from the present 
tariff bill and would “freeze rates,” 
and permit congress to be continually 
considering the tariff. 802 

“The international economic confer- 
ence conflicts with the first part of 
the bill,” Mills said. “You take away 
authority froni the president in the 
first part and then you give him pow- 
er to initiate an international confer- 
ence designed to lower rates.” 

At the same time, he said, in pro- 
posing the conference its authors fail- 
ed to lay down a policy by which the 
president might be guided. 

“Phe place to lay down a tariff 
policy for this country is in the house 
and not in an international confer- 
ence,” Mills declared, “I dislike the 
idea of framing the United States pol- 
icy at an international conference.”

Cola Bottling Company. but Mr. Lane 
had obtained: Mr. Williford’s permis- 
sion, and took Mr. Ellis to Shady 
Rest at about 4 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon. Mr. Ellis said he had some 
work he wished to do without inter- 
ruption which he might not expect in 
his office in the Georgia Casualty 
building. 

This morning Mr. Lane returned 
to bring him back to Macon, but he 
was not ready, he said, requesting 
his host to return at 3 o’elock, - Mr. 
Williford visited the lodge at 12:30 
velock. and conversed with Mr. F'tis. 
Herman Reese, negro boy who does 
housework at the lodge and who lives 
near the house, was with Mr. Ellis 
until 2:30 o'clock, he said, when he 
left at Mr. Ellis’ request.

SKINNER VISIONS

But we have every 
reason to believe that future decades 
will see advances as great or even 
greater than those of the past 40 years 
and the progress made in science and 
industry during those years was un-

Toast is preferred by many mothers | 
for teething children—mothers who 
like to select a fine bread and per- 
sonally prepare the toast, Toast, too, 
is very delicate and is ideal for in- 
valids. 

Toast is a favorite as a part of 
the morning meal and it may be used 
as a foundation in many attractive 
and delicious’ luncheon and dinner 
dishes. Toast is such a simple food 
that it seems there would not be much 


when we consider, how often it fails to 
come up to standard we realize that 
there is much to learn. 

First of all, to make good toast 
we must have good bread, with an 
even texture; it should be at least 
one day pld to cut and brown evenly. 
The thickness of the slice is a matter 
of individual choice! Thick toast will 
have a soft center while thin toast 
will be crisp throughout. For break- 
fast most people prefer to have the 
crust left on the toast. If it is trimmed 
it should be saved to be ground for 
use in many dishes that require dried 
bread crumbs. 

In the gase stove the broiler is the 
most satisfactory place for toasting, 


over a burner on top of the stove 
which work almost as well: The toast 
will not brown quite as evenly there 
as when it is done under the broiler. 
Electric toasters are much in demand 
since they may be used on the table 
to make toast as it is needéd. There 
is an automatic toaster from which 
the toast pops out as it is done; others 
are arranged so that they are au- 
tomatically timed. The electric grill 
may be used to make toast. If you 
want soft toast, place the bread over 
the heating unit—if sou want crisp 
toast place it below the unit. Toast 
should be buttered immediately, or else 
it should be buttered after it is served. 
The flavor is changed and the butter 
soaks into the toast if it is placed 
back inte the oven or heat unit. 

French toast—or fried bread may 
be used for breakfast, though it is 
more often a luncheon dish. Toast is 
often used as a foundation for poached 

and for creamed: meat and fish 
dishes. It is toasted on one side and 
the creamed mixture poured on the 
other side. which may be buttered. 

Milk and cream toast, although gen- 
erally considered invalid food, are en- 
joyed at other times than in illness. 
They may be served at breakfast oc- 
casionally to offer variety. 

Cinnamon Toast. 

Slice bread thin and toast. While 
hot d with butter and sprinkle 
gene y: with a mixture of sugar 
and cinnamon. Place back in oven 
long enough to melt the sugar. Cinna- 
mon toast is delicious for tea as well 
as for breakfast. 

French Toast. : 

Twelve slices bread about 1-2-inch 
thick, 1-2 teaspoonful salt, 2 eggs, 2 
cups milk. ae: 

Beat the egg and add the milk and 
salt. Dip the bread slices into the 
mixture, saute until brown. 

Cream Toast. 

Six slices bread buttered, 2 table- 
spoons bntter, 11-2 cup scalded milk, 
2 tablespoons flour, salt, 1-2 cup 
cream. ze 

Make a white sauce of the fat, 
flour, milk and cream. Toast the bread 
until a golden brown—butter while 
hot and cover with the cream sauce. 

Peanut, Butter Luncheon Toast. 

Prepare white sauce in the same 
way as above—toast bread; spread 
with peanut butter and cover with 
eream sauce. Place a strip of bacon 
over each piece gf toast and garnish 
with parsley. 

Frizzled beef on whole wheat toast 
with grilled tomatoes or saute'd ap- 
ple makes a delightful breakfast dish. 
Broiled Sweetbreads and Pineapple. 

Three pair sweetbreads, 6 pineap- 
ple rings, 3 tablespoons melted fat, 
3 cups mushroom sauce. 

Skin and trim sweetbreads. Dip 
sweetbreads and pineapple rings in 
melted fat and broil until a golden 
brown. Arrange on a platter bordered 
with toast triangles and pour mush- 
roon sauce over it. 

Mushroom Sauce. 

Two cups milk, 4 tablespoons flour, 
4 tablespoons butter, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 
dash of pepper. - 

One en mushrooms, melt the but- 
ter and add the flour and the scalded 
milk—salt and a dash of cayenne. 
Cook about 20 minutes im a double 
boiler and add the mushrooms. 

Cheese-Asparagus on Toast. 

Fresh asparagus, toast, 1-4 cup 
milk, small package cheese, salt, pep- 
per, ceyenne, broiled bacon. ; 

Cook whole stalks of asparagus in 
boiling salted water; dr and place 

or 10 stalks on each piece of 
toast. Make a sauce with the milk 
and cheese; cook in a double boiler 
until cheese is melted, and season 


sauce over each serving on asparagus, 
and garnish with strips of broiled ba- 


con. 
Cheese Crisps. 


Soften a package of cheese over hot 
water. Cut bread in very thin slices, 
trim the crusts and spread with 
cheese. Roll up, skewer with tooth- 
pick and togst under the broiling 
lame, turning often so that all sides 
are an even color.

The judge's son contended the cir- 
cuit court had an inherent right to 
protect itself against a ‘“‘contuma- 
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getting the lawmakers together. 

It was apparent, as the Wednesday

one in the approach-forcing system. 

All good players concede that with 
the use of the opening two-bid on 
these intermediate hands, the oppo- 
nents are politely warned not to com- 
mit suicide. At the same time the ex- 

ange of information between the 

rtners at a low range of the bidding 
as been prevented. Why not, then, 
bid one and let nature take its course? 

There have been numerous examples 
throughout the match of this bid’s in- 
efficiency. There have been none 
where in its value was shown. The 
reason that such methods cannot 
work, no matter how great the expo- 
nents of them may be, is that they 
are unsound basically. 

Expert bridge players everywhere 
long ago learned the lesson that the 
ideal bid is the suit bid of one and 
that the early stages of bidding should 
be kept ‘low until the partnership can 
determine what the object of the bid- 
ding on that particular hand should 
be—whether part-score, game or slam. 
To reach the best eventual contract, 
both partners should knéw as much 
as possible about the holdings of the 


Before tonight's session Mr. Lenz 
and his partner had used this bid 47 
times. This contrasts with the 6 
times in which we used our opening 
forcing bid of two in a suit, and the 
total of 13 times in which we have 
opened with a bid of more than 1. 
The high cards—that is, the honor 
tricks—have slightly favored our op- 
ponents. Distribution has also been 
in their favor. 

Our commanding lead, which 
makes the play of the rubbers tomor- 
row night a mere formality, is latgely 
due to the wrong methods of bidding 
used by our opponents, as exempli- 
fied by the bid of two in a suit of 
hands of indeterminate strength. 

Honors provide a tempting lure to 
almost every player, which frequently 
blinds them as to the correct contract.
